New Delhi, the 28th July, 1997 

S. .0.532 (E) — ESS. COMM/IRON & STEEL— In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 17B of the Iron and 
Steel (Control) Order, 1956, and in supersession Xf the notification of the Government of India, in the erstwhile Ministry of 
Steel, Mines and Coal, Department of Steel, No. S.O. 854 (E)/ESS/COMM/IRON & STEEL dated the 19th December, 1979, 
except as respects things done or omitted to be done before such supersession, the Central Government hereby sets up a Com¬ 
mittee to be known as the Ferrous Scrap Committee for the purpose of giving effect to the aforesaid Order. 


2. The composition and functions of the aforesaid Committee shall be as follows :- 


(a) Composition : T he Committee shall consist of— 

(i) Development Commissioner for Iron and Steel 

(ii) Joint Secretary', Ministry of Steel 

(iii) Director (Finance), Ministry of Steel 

(iv) President, Iron, Steel Scrap & Shipbreakers Association 
of India, 

(v) Representative of Government of Gujarat

In the absence of Development Commissioner for Iron and Steel, for any reasons, the Joint Secretary, Ministry of Steel 
shall be Chairman of the Committee. 

(b) Functions : 

(1) The committee shall periodically review the overall availability of scrap in the country for re-rolling, melting and 
other industrial uses and submit reports in this regard to the Central Government once every six months or more frequently if so 
required by' the Central Government. 
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2. The committee may assist the Central Government in formulation and implementation of schemes for development 
of scrap handling and processing facilities in the country, including development of facilities for shipbreaking. 

3. The Committee may make recommendations to the Central Govemment/State Governments with regard to creation 
of infrastructure conducive to development of scrap handling and processing facilities in the country. 

4. The Committee may endeavour to build and maintain a data base on generation and processing of scrap and its 
utilisation in the country, including commissioning of periodical studies for updating and enlarging such data base and may 
furnish the information to the Central Government as and when asked for. 

5. The Committee may make recommendations to the Central Government with regard to formulation of policies and 
procedures conducive to development of scrap handling and processing facilities and promotion of use of scrap in the country. 

6. The Committee ljiay assist scrap handling and processing facilities in the country in finding solutions to their 
problems by interacting with concerned agencies and Governments. 

7. The Committee may take such steps as deemed fit, including provision of financial assistance as per the guidelines 
issued, if any, by the Central Government for promotion of use of ferrous scrap in the country and for identifying and promot¬ 
ing use of substitutes for ferrous scrap with a view to augmenting production and availability of steel in the country. 

8. The Committee shall comply with any directions that may be issued by tire Central Government from time to time, 
(c) G eneral : 

(1) The Committee shall meet as often as necessary but not less than once in three months so that it can effectively 
discharge its functions, it may hold meetings normally at Calcutta or at any other place in the country where scrap processing/ 
shipbreaking facilities exist or are proposed to be set. up. It may also, at its discretion, invite producers, traders and consumers 
of scrap, shipbreakers etc. to meet it and express their views on any matter under consideration. 

(2) The Secretarial assistance to the Committee shall be provided by the Office of the Development Commissioner for 
Iron and Steel who shall prepare the Agenda for the meetings and take necessary' follow up action. 
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
